Total Yesterday, the Third 
Day, Was 79,629, the 
Largest Estimated Enroll- 
ment to Date. 


An estimated registration of vyot- 
ers yesterday of 79,629 brings the 
total for the first three days to 
218,781. The enrollment today, the 
last of the four days designated 
for the general registration, is ex- 
pected to exceed 115,000, which 
would bring the total for the en- 
tire period to above 380,000. Elec- 
tion Board officials estimated the 
total would be 325,000. 

The figure yesterday was 7869 
in excess of the estimated regis- 
tration of 71,760 for the second 
day, which, in turn, exceeded the 
estimated registration of 67,392 on 
Monday, the first day, by 4368. 
In previous years the general 
registration on the last day has ex- 
ceeded by 60 per cent fhe total for 
the heaviest preceding day.

She knelt beside a clothes ham- 
per, she testified, and was: about 
to raise the lid, when Henke inter- 
rupted: “Don’t look there; it’s 
nothing but soiled clothes.’ It was 
in this hamper that Mrs. 
pajamas were found,

Yost, repeated his story of finding 
the murdered woman. He left the 
house at 6:15 a..m., after a brief 
glance into the Henke bedroom, 
where -he saw the man and wife 
apparently asleep. When he came 
home at 5:50 p. m. he unlocked 
the front door and found Mrs. 
Henke’s keys hanging inside, En- 
tering her bedroom, he exclaimed 
aloud to himeelf, “Well, they gct 
us at last’’—meaning burglars. 
Then he saw the body lying on the 
bed and the wrench on the floor. 
beside it. He felt the body and 
found it cold. 

Mrs. Thompson and her hus- 
band, J. W. Thompson, testificd 
they were at the.Henke home ihe 
night before planning a picnic. 


{They went home at 10:30 p. m. Yost 


called them over when he found 
the body, and they described its 
position, lying between four pil- 
lows on a bed which ‘apparently 
had not been disturbed. 
Became Hysterical and Fainted. 
They had barely reached the 
house, she continued, when Henke 
came home from his work asa clerk 
at the H. J. Heinz Co. When told 
of his wife’s death, he became hys- 
terical and, in the bedroom, *tried 
to throw himself on his wife's 
body, but § fainted. He fought 
with the men who took him to the 
Thornpson home, where he was 
given a bedroom. Several times 
during the night, when Thompson 
or Mrs. Thompson glanced in to see 
if “he was well, he was lying on

Mrs. Thompson testified that 
Henke telephoned her e day of 
the murder and asked if she had 
seen anything of his wife.
